Washington, Oct. 26.—(AP) — 


The Justice department combed 
through the government's con- 
tract with the United Mine Work- 
ers today for a means of heading 
off the threatening Nov. 1 walk- 
out by 400.000 soft coal miners. 


The result conceivably could be 


an "out" for Secretary of the 
Interior Krug, who so far has in- 
•istpd the contract is binding for 
as long- as the government op- 
erates the mines. 


John L. Lewis, the UMW chief- 


tain, interprets the terms to per- 
mit termination of the contract 
unless Krug agrees to meet him 
next Friday for a discussion of 
higher wages. The miners' tra- 
ditional policy is "no contract, no 
work," and next Friday is not 
only the edge of winter but just 
four days away from the con- 
gressional elections. 


Clark Studies Contract

Clark assigned Solicitor General 
George Washington to examine 
the agreement Krug and , Lewis 
signed last May 29 to end a 59- 
day work stoppage. Clark said 
the Justice dpartment wanted to

when asked. 


A finding in favor of Lewis 


could furnish Krug with a good 
reason for cutting short his cur- 
rent ^western trip, now scheduled 
to continue until Nov. 6—five 
days after the Lewis deadline. 


Krug said three days ago he 


was willing to talk to the UMW 
boss about the present contract, 
but not a new one, and that he 
would meet him either at Tule 
Lake, Calif., on. Nov. 1 or at

Taft Warns Against 
CIO-PAC Controls 


Salt Lake' City, Oct. 26.—(AP) 


—Election of a Republican con- 
gress Nov. 5 is the only way to 
prevent the CIO Political Action 
ommittee from controlling Ameri- 
can foreign policy. Sen. Robert A. 
Taft of Ohio, often mentioned as 
a 1948 presidential candidate, said 
last night. 


In an address broadcast (NBC) 


from a Republican rally here, Taft 
lashed back at an address a week 
previously by Jack Kroll, director 
of the PAC, and flayed the admin- 
istration of President Truman for 
what he termed "conflicting and 
bungling" actions he said were in- 
spired by the PAC. 


Kroll's address, 
Taft 
said, 


charged a "wicked conspiracy un- 
der the command of the Republic- 
an party for 'nothing less than the 
destruction of the living standards 
and well-being of the common peo- 
ple of America.' 


"* * * It is hard to imagine 


how any combination of conspira- 
tors could produce as complete a 
condition of chaos, shortage and 
inflation in the United States as 
President Truman and Paul Por- 
ter have managed to create by 
conflicting and bungling politics," 
Taft continued. 


Urge Watch Against

Springfield. HI., Oct. 26—(AP) 


—Dr. Roland R. Cross, state health 
director, today 
urged 
parents, 


teachers and school nurses to 
watch closely for 
symptoms of 


ringworm of the scalp in children. 


"Although only 64 cases were 


reported during September, 
the 


school year usually brings an in- 
crease in the number of cases," 
Dr. Cross said. 


"Ringworm of the scalp is a 


.highly contagious disease and the 
type prevalent now ocurs almost 
exclusively in child-'en," he added. 


Dr. Cross recommended vililance 


against transmission of the dis- 
ease by contact of heads, hats and 
hands in barber shops, schools, 
churches, motion picture theaters 
"or wherever children gather?'

Hold 1 3 Soldiers 
After Beatings of 
German Civilians 


Berlin, ' Oct. 26.— (AP)— Thir- 


teen American soldiers, including 
Pvt. Eric A. Davison of South El- 
gin, HI., were being held today 
in connection with assaults on Ger- 
man civilians here. Col. Lester A. 
Prichard, judge advocate of the 
army's Berlin district headquar- 
ters, said that seven, including the 
Illinois youth, faced early court 
martial trials. 


The soldiers were all members 


of the 3507th Ordnance Medium 
Truck Maintenance .company and 
were arrested by military police in 
two separate incidents. Col. Prich- 
ard said investigations were not 
complete on six of the men, but 
that they probably 
would be 


brought before a court martial. 


Claim Priest Beaten 


In one incident, which occurred 


a week ago, Prichard said seven 
soldiers riding 
truck assaulted 
civilians in a street. (A report in 
a 
Russian-controlled 
newspaper 


claimed that one of those beaten 
was a Catholic priest.) 


The second incident was report- 


ed to have occurred last Sunday 
evening in a tfaf£-whfch was being 
used as a polling place for Berlin's 
municipal elections. It was report- 
ed that six soldiers entered the 
cafe and became involved in an ar- 
gument, which had no connection 
with the elections, but resulted in 
several Germans being beaten. 
Prichard said these were the most 
serious assaults by Americans in 
some time and that the arrested 
soldiers had "not explained why 
they did it." None of those being 
detained were combat men, Prich- 
ard said.

Col. 
Philip LaFollette, twice 


governor of Wisconsin, declared in 
a speech last night at Grand Ra- 
pids, Mich., that the GOP is al- 
most certain to win the presiden- 
cy "unless they revert to the re- 
actionary ^positions they ^ held two 
decades ago." 


LaFollette named Arthur H. 


Vandenburg (R-Mich), who aided 
Secretary of State Byrnes in the 
Paris peace conference, as "pre- 
eminent" 
among possible GOP 


presidential 
candidates. 
Other 


good possibilities he listed as Gov. 
Earl Warren of California, former 
Gov. Harold E. Stassen of Minne- 
sota, Senator Robert A. Taft of 
Ohio and Gov. Thomas E. Dewey 
of New York. 


Taft Rakes Demos 


In Salt Lake City, Senator Taft 


told a Republican rally that the 
CIO Political Action Committee 
had influenced President Truman 
and his administration by policies 
which he described as "pro-com- 
munist, pro-Russian and totalitar- 
ian." 


Raising- one of the few Demo- 


cratic voices heard against the 
GOP speechmaking swell, Senator 
Lister Hill/of Alabama told a 
rally of his party that is it "not 
a campaign over pork chops and 
soap chips" and asserted that the 
Republicans "have steered wide 
of the real problems for Amei- 
icans."' 


In Washington, Rep. Clarence J.

May Try Importation to 


Increase Vet Housing

These developments came in 


quick order. 


1. Presidt-nt Truman proclaimed 


an emergency under which a list 
of timber, lumber and lumber 
products designated by national 
housing administrator Wilson Wy- 
att 
will be duty free. 
AVyatt 


planned to have the list ready 
Monday. 


2. Wyatt announced the govern- 


ment ivill pay manufacturers a 
premium of $20 a ton for housing 
nails produced in excess of quotas 
based on .their output in the first 
half of 1946. 


Blast Black Markets 


3. The housing agency and Civ- 


ilian 
Production Administration 


launched a drive aaginst black 
markets in which they said nails 
sell for as much as ten times the 
legal price. 


4. The NHA and CPA reported 


that leading nail companies have 
pledged a production boost of 
nearly 25 percent by December. 


NHA officials said the waiver 


of duty will offset the threat to 
lumber shipments from Canada. 
main source _ of imported wood, 
which resulted wrten Canada re- 
valued its dollar to parity with the 
U. S. dollar. This made the U. S.

most torn away by a shotgun 
blast—as he paddled 
frantically 


for help. 


When they reached the village 


of Totolapan Thursday morning, 
he continued, "Nan died in my 
arms while the San Miguel church 
bells were ringing."

Charges Rogge 
Violated 


Regulations in Talk at 


College Tuesday 


Washington, Oct. 26.—(AP)— 


Attorney General Tom Clark ac- 
cused O. John Rogge today of 
disclosing confidential information 
in a public address and dismissed 
him from the post of assistant to 
the attorney general. 


In a crisp letter to Rogge, Clark 


declared "you wilfully violated"

He first came to Grand Detour 25 
years ago and is now a permanent resident. Formerly 
he divided his time between the village and Oak Park, 
111. 


St. Peter's Episcopal church, the second oldest church in Illinois, was built in 


1849, with the Rev. Abraham J. Warner as rector. The Galena Episcopal church 
. is the only one in the state older than St. Peter's. The first service was held here 
at 4 p. m., Friday, May 17, 1850. 
The Rev. Joseph C. Mason, rector of St. Luke's 


Episcopal church, is now in charge.

This home, the property of Mrs. Joseph Crawford, 


was built in 1835. This is the site of the first Shef- 
field hotel. It was here that the men who constructed 


the road through this territory were quartered. 


The Telegraph camera pictures here the stately old John Deere house,.home 


of the inventor of the plow, now maintained as a shrine by the Butterworth estate. 
The inventor cast the first plow only a short distance from this house, which is 
now more than 100 years old.
